FIGHTING FOR CONTROL OF OUM HADJER REPORTED 
"TANJUG' Reports Government Offensive 
LD260956 Belgrade TANJUG in English 0904 GMT 26 Feb 82 


[Text] Yaounde, 26 Feb (TANJUG)--Reports from Ndjamena broadcast by Radio 
Yaounde are that the intensity of an all-out offensive of government forces in 
central and eastern parts of the country has been doubled and that the strategic 
center, Umhadiar, held by insurgents since December 27, was recaptured by 
Goukouni Oueddei's troops. 


The Cameroon radio last night also broadcast the statement of insurgents’ repre- 
sentative in Khartoum who claims that the government offensive which began on 
Sunday from Ati, has been repulsed and that government troops were forced to 
retreat after suffering heavy losses. Insurgents’ claims are that after bitter 
fighting in the vicinity of Umhadiar, the government troops retreated towards Ati.

[Text] Ndjamena, 26 Feb (AFP)--Hissein Habre's FAN on Thursday regained control 
of the town of Oum Hadjer in eastern Chad, which had been captured by government 
troops 4 days earlier, it was learned from a Chadian military source in Ndjamena 
today. 


The FAN became masters of Oum Hadjer, which is situated between Ndjamena and 
Abeche, after attacking the town from the south in the direction of the Chadian 
capital. The city had been occupied since last Sunday by the Chadian armed 
forces led by Col Abdelkader Kamougue, vice president of the Chadian Government, 
according to the same source. No reports were published on Thursday's fighting.

[Text] Ndjamena, 26 Feb (AFP)--The town of Oum Hadjer (eastern Chad) was recap- 
tured by Hissein Habre's FAN, 4 days after it had fallen into the hands of 
Chadian government troops, it was learned on Friday from Chadian military sources 
in Ndjamena. 


Hissein Habre's men once again become masters of the town situated on the 
Ndjamena~Abeche road, after circumventing it by the south toward the Chadian 
capital. They then dealt the government forces, comprising soldiers of the 
Vice President Kamougue's Chadian Armed Forces, a backhand blow. 


No reports of these clashes, whose intensity is unknown, have been published. 


About 1,200 soldiers of the Chadian armed forces were able to recapture Oum 
Hadjer, which has been occupied by the FAN for 2 months, last Sunday "in less 
than 25 minutes," according to Chadian Defense Minister Adoum Togoi. Tk2 same 
sources indicated that government forces took 157 prisoners and captured a large 
amount of heavy arms. 


It is recalled in Ndjamena that this fighting aimed at gaining control over Oum 
Hadjer--a true strategic key town in eastern Chad--is taking place less than 3 
days before the deadline set by the OAU for the cease-fire in Chad. 


The deadline, which was categorically rejected by the Chadian Government, was 
preceded by a general offensive launched 8 days ago against Hissein Habre's 
troops by President Goukouni Oueddei. Since 18 February the government troops 
have successively recaptured the localities of Goz-Beida, Am Dam and Mangalme 
which form a triangle to the east of Oum Hadjer. 


Observers believe that the loss of control over this last city should not slow 
down the counteroffensive of the government troops who are determined to "be done 
militarily" with Hissein Habre. The determination follows the recommendation of 
the OAU Standing Committee on Chad calling for negotiations with the FAN leader 
and for the imposition of the cease-fire on 28 February 1982. 


President Goukouni Oueddei, who left Ndjamena on Wednesday for the combat area, 
told the press of the existence of a "new military strategy" by the government 
after admitting the failure of the establishment of the integrated national army 
comprising all the political and military factions in Chad. 


Reliable sources in Ndjamena say that this "new strategy" specifically consists 
of a geographical division of the combat areas among all the factions. The 
Abeche region is allegedly attributed to the soldiers of the Revolutionary 
Democratic Council headed by Foreign Affairs Minister Ahmat Acyl; Faya-Largeau-- 
northern Chad--to the popular armed forces led by President Goukouni; and 
finally, Oum Hadjer to Colonel Kamougue's Chadian Armed Forces [FAT]. The 
exclusive presence of the FAT was verified at Oum Hadjer. 








Still according to reliable sources, this "new strategy" also demands that none 
of the factions should move to any other zone apart from the one to which it has 
been initially assigned, unless the government requires it to do so. 


It has also been learned that the FAT attack on Sunday at Oum Hadjer was sup- 
posed to have taken place at the same time as others against the towns of Abeche 
and Faya-Largeau. Only the lack of coordination caused by communications diffi- 
culties prevented the carrying out of this triple attack. 


FAN Claims of Government Losses

[Text] Paris, 26 Feb (AFP)--More than 800 government soldiers were put out of 
action and a large quantity of material captured during last Sunday's clashes 
near Oum Hadjer (eastern Chad), the European representative of Hissein Habre's 
FAN stated in Paris on Friday. 


Afal Ahmed specified that 417 soldiers were killed and 414 taken prisoner; as 
for the wounded, he said, they have not yet been counted. 


Ndjamena, which announced on Monday that they have taken control of Oum Hadjer 
after "bitter fighting," said on Friday that the area has been recaptured by the 
FAN, However, for Hissein Habre's movement, Oum Hadjer, which they have been 
occupying for 2 months, has not changed hands. 


Thus Afal Ahmed indicated that President Goukouni Oueddei's troops, coming from 
Ati, tell into the ambush set by Hissein Habre's soldiers even before they 
reached Oum Hadjer and they were "severely defeated."" "This great backhand 
blow," he added, “excludes any development of their short counteroffensive." 


According to FAN, the government troops "left untouched" a large quantity of 
equipment including 12 French-made light reconnaissance and support vehicles 
equipped with Soviet-made 14mm heavy machine guns, 5 single, double or four- 
barreled guns, 5 jeeps equipped with 106mm recoilless guns, 281mm mortars, 2 
Soviet-made "SPG-9" antitank guns mounted on a Land Rover and 223mm guns mounted 
on light reconnaissance and support vehicles. 


FAN also reports seizing 6 trucks of ammunition, 2 Toyota ammunition carriers 
and a Land Rover outfitted with radio equipment and 300 light guns. 


According to Afal Ahmed, the FAN suffered only seven troops seriously wounded. 
Hissein Habre's representative also denied the loss of Goz-Beida (center east of 


the country), which he stressed, has neven been occupied by the FAN, since "this 
town is located outside the present sensitive zones."

PAPER CASTS DOUBT ON ARMY SUCCESS CLAIM

[Article by J.-C. Pomonti: "Offensive by Ndjamena Forces Allegedly Rebuffed by 
Hissein Habre's Partisans"] 


[Text] Fierce fighting took place on Sunday and Monday, 21 and 22 February, in 
eastern Chad, where Hissein Habre's partisans apparently succeeded in rebuffing 
an offensive by forces of the Ndjamena coalition in the region of Oum-Hadjer. 


On Monday morning, a communique from the Chad Defense Ministry announced the 
recovery of Oum-Hadjer, a city located between Ndjamena and Abeche, 150 km west 
of Abeche. The news seemed all the more significant since Oum-Hadjer, which had 
been occupied by Habre's FAN since 22 December, commands the approach to Abeche 
and since it has been harboring one-third of the FAN manpower for the last 3 
weeks. Ndjamena communique asserted that the fighting only lasted 25 minutes, 
that 157 prisoners were taken and that a hoard of arms was recovered. 


Coming on the eve of the OAU foreign ministers’ conference, which opened on 
Monday in Addis Ababa, such a clear military success should have reestablished 
Goukouni Oueddei and provided arguments for the "progressive" governments 
(Algeria, the Congo, Ethiopia) dissatisfied with the "peace plan" adopted by the 
OAU ad hoc committee on 11 February in Nairobi. The Chad president would then 
have found more advocates to support his rejection of the OAU timetable, which 
envisages a cease-fire on 28 February and the start of negotiations with Hissein 
Habre on 15 March. 


However, there was nothing to confirm this success. Late Monday afternoon a 
well-informed source in Paris said on the contrary that the Ndjamena offensive 
had failed. The coalition forces, whose numerical strength and resources are 
unknown, were on the retreat. On Monday evening the FAN spokesman in Paris was 
to give a "categoric denial" of the fall of Oum-Hadjer and assert that two other 
places in the southeast--Mangalme and Am-Dam, were still in FAN hands, as also 
was Koro-Toro in the north, commanding the approach to Faya-Largeau. Ndjamena 
had, in fact, also announced the recovery of these three cities. 


It is the third offensive in 3 months by Ndjamena forces in the direction of 
Abeche, which Hissein Habre has made his headquarters. The first ended on 
20 and 21 December in bitter defeat. The second, at the end of January, was 














less bold and came to nothing. Both times FAN retaliated by taking Oum-Hadjer 
(end cf December) and occupying Mangalme (25 January). Their communique of 
Monday evening, while putting the "responsibility" for restarting the fighting 
on their enemies, could indicate that they may be tempted to advance once more 
toward Ndjamena, avoiding the Inter-African Peace Force garrison at Ati, halfway 
between Abeche and the Chad capital. 


In the short term, the development of the situation will depend on the state of 
the Ndjamena forces, which can only apparently count on themselves. While con- 
firming its “material assistance needed to form an integrated national army" to 
Ndjamena, on Monday evening Algeria in fact formally denied sending a contingent 
of about 50 men (to Dougia), about 50 km north of the Chad capital, as a FAN 
spokesman had asserted the day before. Moreover, the last delivery of French 
arms to Goukouni Oueddei (60mm mortar shells) and four trucks was unloaded on 

16 February at the Chad capital's airport.

FOREIGN, ECONOMY MINISTERS VIEW STATE OF NATION

[Text] Moroni, 26 Feb (AFP)--Said Kafe, minister of foreign affairs, cooperation 
and foreign trade, said today in Moroni that the Comoro Islands’ relations with 
France are "very good" and that a "large-scale diplomatic action" has been 
initiated with France concerning the island of Mayotte. 


"We can rightly hope that a solution will be found to the Mayotte problem," the 
minister added, while making his first statem:nt on the radio a few days after 
his appointment. 


Mr Kafe also defined the broad lines of the foreign policy of the Islamic Federal 
Republic of the Comoro Islands: It consists, in general, of strict observance of 
neutrality and nonalignment." "A country like ours has no business aligning 
itself with any bloc," he continued. 


For his part, Ali Nassor, the new Comoran minister of economy and finance, 
stressed the economic situation of the Third World countries, which he said is 
“characterized by the fluctuation of exchange rates which cause inflation lead- 
ing to an acceleration of unemployment." 

"The Comoro Islands," the minister of finance continued, "whose economy is 
closely linked with the international situation, is suffering the full effects 
of this crisis." 


"Furthermore," the minister noted, “one should not lose sight of the fact that 
the Comoran economy is characterized by a per capita income that is below $300, 
one of the highest rates of population growth in the world, an adverse balance 
of payments and public finance difficulties." 


Speaking of the boosting of the economy, Mr Nassor said that it would take the 
form of an austerity budget and a policy of increased resources.

"AFP' CORRESPONDENT ON LIFE OF ERITREAN GUERRILLAS 

Conditions Described

[Text] Nakfa, northeastern Ethiopia, 2 Mar (AFP)--Life begins at night in the 
territory controlled by the Eritrean People's Liberation Front (EPLF) because 
raids by Ethiopian warplanes force an almost complete halt to normal daytime 
activity. 


The pathways deserted in daylight come to life as night falls. MTrucks and cars 
carrying men and materiel emerge from their tree-screened 'garages' in valley 
hollows and along dry river beds. 


But they still have to drive along with a minimum of light showing, because the 
government army this year started night shelling as well. It is the 20th year 
of Africa's longest-standing guerrilla conflict, which pits the government in 
Addis Ababa against Eritrean guerrillas seeking to secede. 


Dusk is also the time for the generating plants in the rear bases to be switched 
on to supply electricity for the EPLF hospitals and workshops. All buildings 

at the frontline and in the rear merge into the countryside, partially or wholly 
buried in a mountain flank or camouflaged under a clump of trees. 


This was the case with the "services" of two hospitals this correspondent visited 
at the rear and near the north-east front in the second half of February. 


The hospitals were in valleys, with their single operating theatre and buildings 
for housing the wounded, the pharmacy, and an X-ray unit standing several dozen 
yards apart from each other. 


An EPLF doctor told me the hospitals could each take between 200 to 500 wounded. 
Their ancient equipment came from gifts or was seized from the Ethiopians, he 
said. The front said it has five hospitals in its zones of control in Eritrea. 
There were 20 doctors, who had qualified in Ethiopia or in Europe. 
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The doctors make no secret of their worry about the lack of some medicines, 
especially anti~biotics. 


The lack of wherewithal is clear in other areas. It has forced the EPLF to 
work out an elaborate system of recovery. Nothing gets lost in Eritrea, from 
a spare sandal found alongside a track in the bush to the tiniest part of a 
lorry that no longer runs. 


The bits and pieces will be used for repairs or even for assembling ‘home-made’ 

vehicles. Their fleet of vehicles is vital for the secessionists, bringing fuel 
and supplies down from Sudan and also contributing to the mobility of the guer- 

rillas. Garages, workshops and fuel dumps are spread along the tracks and work 

fulltime at night to keep the assortment of vehicles in running order. 


There is the same careful ‘recycling’ of things taken from the Ethiopians-- 
ranging from tanks to the footwear of dead soldiers, which sometimes get con- 
verted into holsters for pistols or grenades or into pouches. 


Night is also the time to change the positions of the Soviet-made tanks the guer- 
rillas have captured over the years. 


The EPLF functions like a regular army. None of its leaders would say how many 
men were in the front. 


They said they got only a small amount of help from private associations or 
groups abroad, and none at all from any government. 


Last-Held EPLF Town

[Text] Nakfa, northeastern Ethiopia, 2 Mar (AFP)--Nakfa is a ghost town, a 
ruined and cratered corpse which is only a name on the map. But it is a symbol 
and a key strategic position for the rebels fighting for Eritrean independence 
from Ethiopia. 


It is the last town still held by the Eritrean People's Liberation Front (EPLF), 
following the slow retreat northwards since 1979 from the gates of the Eritrean 
capital of Asmara and the nearby port of Massawah. Its fall in the current 
Ethiopian offensive would cut the EPLF supply lines and throw its forces into 
disarray. 


The capital of Eritrea's Sahel Province, Nakfa once had a population of around 
10,000. Today there is no one except the troops of the EPLF manning their 
defensive positions on the outskirts. 


A deserted city lost in the mountains, it is still the regular target of 
Ethiopian aircraft and artillery. Collapsed earth and stone walls, gutted houses 
and unpaved roads pocked with bomb craters show the violence of the attacks. 
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At each passage of Ethiopian MiGs, marked by the deafening roar of the jets, the 
explosions of bombs and the fire of the defences, the few EPLF guerrillas in the 
streets hit the ground, waiting for a lull in which to run for the underground 
shelters scattered round the town. 


Similarly with the rockets from the Ethiopian "Stalin organs" which fall on the 
town and its environs from the plain 10 kilometres (six miles) away. 


Nakfa, which fell to the EPLF in March 1977 after six months of fighting, held 
until 1979 almost 2,000 Ethiopian prisoners, housed in a former Italian police 
barracks known as the Citadel, which dominated the town. Today that building is 
destroyed, along with the former residence of the Ethiopian governor and the 
mosque. 


The people have fled, either to Sudan or to the surrounding area, where they 
have pitched tents or built shacks. But regularly, when the Ethiopian attacks 


intensify, they are forced to leave even these makeshift homes for shelter in 
the surrounding mountains.

ERITREAN FRONT COMMUNIQUES ON FIGHTING 
Success Claimed

[Text] Beirut, 26 Feb (AFP)--The separatist Eritrean Liberation Front (ELF) 
said today it had halted the offensive of Ethiopian troops on the Barka and 
Afabet front on the Red Sea 300 kilometres (180 miles) north of Massawa. 


An ELF communique said the Ethiopians had lost 2,800 men killed, three T-55 
tanks and seven other armoured vehicles. 


On the northern Sahel front near Sudan ELF guerrillas had also repulsed an 
Ethiopian offensive, the communique said. 


Battle Victories

[Text] Khartoum, 27 Feb (AFP)--Eritrean guerrillas today claimed to have killed 
1,868 Ethiopian troops, wounded 2,440 and captured 144 during fighting on various 
fronts over the past four days. 


In a communique issued here by the Eritrean People's Liberation Front (EPLF), the 
guerrillas, who are fighting for Eritrea's independence, also claimed to have 
repulsed all attacks by Ethiopian Government troops since they launched their 
major offensive in mid-month. 


The situation, the communique said, has changed in the guerrillas' favour as a 
result of "stunning blows" delivered to "the enemy in the bitter fighting that 
is raging in all fronts." 


On the Afabet front, Ethiopian troops on Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday made 
several attempts to break through the guerrillas’ lines but were "repulsed and 
forced to retreat", leaving behind 1,550 dead, 1,770 wounded and 102 who were 
taken prisoner, the communique said. 


It said that the Eritrean People's Liberation Army seized 1,036 light weapons, 
108 Bren guns, 10 rocket launchers and 80 pistols. 
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Ethiopian attacks on the northeastern Sahel front on Wednesday were also 
repulsed, and 310 troops were killed, 670 "severely" wounded and six were taken 


prisoner, the communique said. It said that more weapons were seized, including 
195 Kalashnikov rifles, and 10 rocket launchers. 


The guerrillas destroyed two military posts around Adi Quala the same day, 


killing eight people, taking 36 prisoner and capturing 42 weapons, the communi- 
que said.

DEFENSE MINISTER, MILITARY MEN PROMOTED 1 MARCH

[Text] Addis Ababa, 2 Mar (AFP)--Ethiopia's ruling Military Council (DERG) has 
promoted Defence Minister Brig Gen Tesfaye Gabre Kidan and five other senior 
officers for "great contributions" in the fight to preserve the nation's unity 
and territorial integrity. 


The promotions, announced last night from the Eritrean provincial capital Asmara, 
seemed to suggest that they were for exceptional leadership qualities in the 
current military campaign against secessionist guerillas in Eritrea. 


Brig Gen Tesfaye rose to that rank and came to the Defence Ministry in 1978 for 
what was then described as "feats of valour" in the Ogaden war against Somalia. 


He was elevated to lieutenant-general in the latest promotions. Chief of Staff 
Brig Gen Ahile Giorgis Habte-Mariam became major general and Armed Forces 
Political Commissar Co Gebreyes Wolde Hanna a brigadier. 


The others promoted to brigadier were Colonels Abdulahi Oumer of the "Mekit" 
Command, Getachew Gedamu, a deputy commander of the Eastern Sector (Ogaden) and 
Hussein Ahmed, a deputy commander of the "Wikaw" Command. 


Wikaw and Mekit are believed to be on the Eritrean front where Ethiopian authori- 
ties are currently carrying out a military campaign to crush the 20-year rebel- 
lion in the province. General Tesfaye has been in Eritrea leading the campaign 
for more than two months now.

FRENCH EMBASSY GIVEN 48 HOURS TO CUT STAFF

[Text] Addis Ababa, 2 Mar (AFP)--Ethiopia has given the French Embassy here 48 
hours to cut its staff by a half, the official Ethiopian press agency said today. 


According to the diplomatic handbook there are 23 French diplomats in Addis 
Ababa. 


Earlier today the Ethiopian regime's number two, Fikre-Selassie Wogderess, 
violently criticised French foreign policy, following publication by the French 
Socialist Party of a statement attacking the Ethiopian army operation against 
Eritrean secessionists. 


In a statement earlier today Mr Fikre-Selassie said that France's socialist 
government had "proved itself to be the adversary of our revolution and national 
unity'’ because it had aided Eritrean secessionists “in total disregard of the 
objectives of the...reconstruction campaign we are now undertaking in the Eritrea 
region." 


The French Socialist Party would be solely responsible if "the plot against our 
revolution is allowed to continue.” 


In 1977, three years after the Ethiopian revolution was launched, the regime took 
similar action against the United States Embassy here. 


France managed to maintain good relations with Ethiopia throughout the revolu- 
tion, and Foreign Affairs Secretary of State Olivier Stirn visited Addis Ababa 
just one year ago. 


Foreign Minister Claude Cheysson had wide contacts with Ethiopian officials when 
he was development commissioner for the European Economic Community. 


The foreign minister was in Addis Ababa in early January for a visit which was 
described as a success at the time. 


Relations between Paris and Addis became strained soon after when Defence Minis- 
ter Charles Hernu, in an interview with a U.S. newspaper, raised the possibility 








of Ethiopia breaking out of the Soviet orbit, as Somalia and Egypt had 
done. 


Franco-Ethiopian economic talks were held in Paris at the end of January, but 


they were not particularly successful and the Ethiopian delegation was less 
high-level than might have been expected.

OAU MINISTERIAL COUNCIL SESSION ENDS--The OAU Council of Ministers meeting has 
wound up its week-long deliberations after adopting a series of resolutions, 
including a call for immediate independence for Namibia and a strong condema- 

tion of U.S.-British-Israeli collaboration with the racist South African regime

"MA'ARIV' ON SHARON'S VISIT TO GABON

[Text] The president of Gabon, El-Hadj Omar Bongo, is intere::ted in Israeli aid 
because he wants to lessen his dependence on France. He raised the topic at his 
meeting with Defense Minister Ari'el Sharon when the latter visited his country 
last November. Bongo expressed interest in obtaining Israeli aid. The delega- 
tion arrived at far-reaching agreements. This was told to the MA'ARIV cor- 
respondent by a senior Western diplomatic source in Libreville, who assessed that, 
at this stage, the main positive result of Minister Sharon's secret visit to 
Gabon is in the psychological field--breaking the ice in relations between the 


two countries. 


However, the diplomet said the visit had had an effect in the rule here: "It 
would be a mistake to cast doubts on Omar Bongo's sincerity. The president of 
Gabon is really and honestly interested in thawing relations with Israel, espe- 
cially because he thinks that such a step would lead to strengthening ties with 
the United States." 


In the opinion of sources in Libreville, Bongo is incapable of taking the dramatic 
step of renewing relations with Israel on his own and on this matter he relies on 
the president of Zaire, Gen Sese Seko Mobutu, from whom he heard a great deal 
about the efficiency of cooperation with Israel. 


They revealed that the Israeli delegation had not stayed in the capital, Libre- 
ville, but in Franceville, President Bongo's town. The visit lasted 3 days and 
President Bongo flew to Libreville and Franceville several times in order to 

meet with Sharon. Sharon's stay was kept absolutely secret and it was only 

after his departure from the country that information began to reach the diplo- 
matic community. However, the French, who hold key positions in the presidential 
palace, the main airfield and communications, knew of the presence of a "senior 
Israeli personality" in Gabon. 


The contacts between Israel and Gabon have been going on for a long time, but 
since the socialists came to power in France, President Bongo has shown increased 
interest in creating ties with Israel. Bongo was a personal friend of the 
deposed president of France, Valeri Giscard d'Estaing, and of right and center 
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groups in France. When Francois Mitterrand was elected president last May, Bongo 
felt that this would put an end to the "preferential relations" he had with the 
previous administration. He therefore decided that he should diversify his 
political ties. As a pro-Western politician who fears the Soviet and Cuban 
penetration of Africa, it was only natural that Bongo should want to tighten his 
links with the United States--and with Israel. 


From talks with senior personalities in the Gabon administration and with foreign 
observers, the following picture emerges: 


Defense Minister Ari'el Sharon briefed President Bongo on Soviet activities in 
the Middle East and discussed the dangers connected with Libyan activity and also 
that of other extremist Arab countries, providing examples. President Bongo 
described his fears of Soviet-Cuban presence in central Africa, mainly in the 
Congo, the country that borders Gabon. 


The African president expressed interest in cooperation between the two countries. 
In return, President Bongo said, he would be ready to renew diplomatic ties with 
Israel, although he did not make any practical commitment nor did he mention a 
specific date. He explain Gabon's objective difficulties, that it was a small 
country (less than 1 million inhabitants) and a member of OPEC and the Islamic 
League. 


President Bongo expressed the hope that the United States would help Israel 
recruit other moderate countries in Africa so that they would work together and 
he promised to cooperate with any such initiative. He also said he believed that 
Jews in the United States would be able to help create understanding there for 
Gabon's situation. 


As far as it was possible to ascertain in Libreville, no actual work of imple- 
mentation has yet been begun on the great plane discussed during Sharon's visit 
to Gabon. 


In conclusion, there is no doubt that the president of Gabon is genuinely inter- 
ested in advancing normalization of his relations with Israel, but what is even 
more important to him is the initiative in the direction of the United States. 
Minister Ari'‘el Sharon's secret visit has not yet produced any practical results, 
although it was of appreciable psychological and dramatic value. Now Israel and 
Gabon are returning more to traditional policy than to "quiet diplomacy." The 
activity of the Israeli diplomatic representative in Libreville, Arye Amir, is 
still being kept on a "low profile." 


The administration in Libreville is aware of the fact that Israel is disappointed 
at the results achieved to date and so President Bongo instructed his representa- 
tive in the United Nations to vote against the resolution sharply condeming 
Israel for the Golan Heights law, the resolution that was passed by the UN 
General Assembly at the beginning of this month.

SEKOU TOURE ON GULF WAR, CHAD, WESTERN SAHARA

[Excerpts] After 5 days of plenary sessions and 2 days of meeting in commissions, 
the 50th session of the National Council of the Revolution [CNR], which opened on 
Monday, 22 February, ended on Thursday, 25 February, at 2100 in the Hall of the 

2 October Palace under the distinguished chairmanship of President Ahmed Sekou 
Toure, secretary general of the Guinean Democratic Party [PDG] and supreme leader 
of the revolution. This 50th session of the council, which was devoted to a 
serious-minded, firm and rigorous analysis of all the nation's economic, social 
and cultural problems, carefully examined some major problems concerning the 
budget, trade, the operation and the ways and means of making the Agro-Pastoral 
Farms and Agricultural Cooperatives [FAPA] more dynamic, the agricultural pro- 
duction campaign, education and the youth, mining and the administration. 


The fifth and last plenary session, which was marked by an important speech by 
the supreme leader of the revolution, listened to, discussed and adopted seven 
resolutions. They are the resolutions of the budget, trade, the operation and 
ways and means of making the FAPA more dynamic, the agricultural production 
campaign, education and the youth, mining and administration. All these resolu- 
tions were briefly analyzed in the masterly speech delivered to the closing 
session by the secretary general of the PDG. This speech, which drew the conclu- 
sions of the 50th session of CNR, also touched on problems of African and inter- 
national interest including the Iranian-Iraqi conflict, the work of the Islamic 
Peace Committee and the problems of Western Sahara and Chad. Here is the 
masterly speech delivered by President Sekou Toure to the closing session: 


[Begin recording] Now, comrades, the Guinean revolution is assuming important 
responsibilities on the external scene. We wish .o inform you that with the 
agreement of his majesty the king of Saudi Arabia, we have just issued an invita- 
tion to the Islamic Peace Committe2 in charge of the peaceful settlement of the 
conflict between the two brotherly and neighboring Arab countries--Iran and Iraq-- 
to hold a meeting in Jidda on Friday, 5 March 1982. We still have the hope that 
God will support the efforts of the Islamic Peace Committee to restore peace and 
sincere and lasting cooperation between the two Muslim countries. 


As far as Africa is concerned, we wish to inform you that since the 15th summit 
meeting of the OAU held in June 1978 in Khartoum, the problems of Western Sahara 
and Chad have always been subjects of intensive debates within the OAU's 
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political organizations. These problems are in addition to the burning issues of 
the decolonization of our continent through the liberation struggles undertaken 
by our people, especially in southern Africa. The present government in Chad 

is a national union government charged with the country's administration during 
a transitional period. This government was elected neither by the Chadian 
people nor the Chadian National Assembly. Its mission, which was defined by the 
Lagos accords, must be accomplished within the specified time, that is 18 months. 


Everybody knows that Mr Goukouni was not elected. He was appointed president of 
a provisional government thanks to an OAU decision and by virtue of the provi- 
sions of the August 1979 agreement adopted by the 11 Chadian factions. If he 
considers this agreement null and void and the OAU's decisions irregular, it is 
logical that he should consider himself at the same time only a faction leader 
and not the president of a transitional national union government. The People's 
Revolutionary Republic of Guinea will remain faithful to the OAU resolutions and 
will fulfill all its obligations. [applause] 


Concerning the Western Sahara, communiques published by the POLISARIO Front, and 
the Algerian, Mauritanian and Moroccan governments considered the decisions of 
the implementation committee of August 1981 concerning the organization of a 
cease-fire and of a referendum very positive and therefore acceptable by the 
countries concerned. However, during the OAU Ministerial Council meeting which 
should be exclusively devoted to the discussion and adoption of the organiza- 
tion's budget, it was irregularly and inopportunely decided to admit the Sahara 
Democratic Arab Republic [SDAR] as a member of the OAU. Those who adopted this 
attitude (?wanted to cause) great injury to our organization, discredit the 
summit of the heads of state and government and destroy all the credibility of 
this organization on the international scene. We may ask ourselves the follow- 
ing questions: 


1. Why does the SDAR--which claims to be an Arab state--not ask first of all to 
be admitted into the Arab League and the institutions of the Arab community if 
it is really legitimate? [applause] 


2. How can the SDAR be considered an independent and sovereign state if it 
demands the organization of a self-determination referendum? [applause] This 
amounts to baptizing a child before its conception and birth. [applause and 
shouts of approval] 


3. Why do some states--especially those of northern Africa--always behave within 
the OAU like elements of division of our continental organization instead of work- 
ing to strengthen the unity of action of the African states? This unity of 
action is a decisive factor for the effectiveness of their anti-imperialist and 
anticolonialist action aimed at ensuring the true independent development of the 
African nations. 


Those who want to cynically divide the OAU, those who want to deprive our conti- 
nent of all political and moral influence on the international scene, those wio 
want to be considered as foreigners who do not care about our continent's happy 
future and the OAU's prestige and efficacy merit to be identified and denounced 
to ensure the triumph of the sacred causes of peace, stability and progress of 
the African nations who are confronted with the machinations of the enemies of 
its rapid emancipation. [applause] [end recording]

The tension has now spread to Geo region in which area most of the regime's 
forces have either mutinied or fled. The forces stationed in upper and lower 
Juba have refused to move to the northern areas of our country to reinforce the 
repressive organs who are outnumbered there. 


Other reports from the eastern and Nogal regions say that further confrontations 
and demonstrations have broken out in all areas. The elite force sent there to 
repress the uprising is facing fierce fighting from the general masses whose 
great courage and nationalism cannot be subdued easily. Our reporters add that 
many soldiers of the so-called Mogadishu government have been killed at (Qardo) 
and Halin.

[Text] Mogadishu, 2 Mar (AFP)--Somalian authorities today decided to lift martial 
law restrictions imposed in October 1980, disband the Supreme Revolutionary Coun- 
cil (SRC) and reshuffle the government and ruling Socialist Revolutionary Party 
hierarchy, the national SONNA NEWS AGENCY reported. 


The decisions were taken at a special meeting of the party's Central Committee. 
Head of state Mohamed Siad Barre is the party secretary-general. 


SONNA said the committee decided that the members of the SRC--which helped the 
president take power in 1969 and was re-established after the declaration of the 
state of emergency--would return to their normal duties. 


The 17-member SRC soon eclipsed the party after its reappearance as part of the 
emergency measures--imposed for reasons of "internal security and Ethiopian 
aggression'--and sprouted special committees dealing with such issues as defence, 
security and the economy. 


In April last year ten members of the SRC were relieved of their government posts, 
including Lieutenant-General Mohamed Ali Samatar, who has been reappointed defence 
minister in today's reshuffle. 


Seven ministers keep their portfolios in the reshuffle--including the key posts 
at foreign affairs, finance, justice and religious affairs and presidential 
adviser for state affairs--and 19 are new, counting General Samatar. All but 
nine of the ministers are officers in the armed forces. 


The Ministry of Security is apparently abolished but a new ministry, for the Juba 
Valley development, is created. 


The report by SONNA did not specify if President Barre is still assisted by 
three vice-presidents. 


Observers said the changes denoted a return to the forefront of political activ- 
ity of the Socialist Revolutionary Party. 


The reshuffle, which includes important changes in the field of defence and 
security, also follows serious trouble in northern Somalia, notably in the 











regional capital of Hargeisa. Reports from neighbouring Djibouti said that ten 
people had been killed less than ten days ago in violent clashes between the 
local population and the security forces. 


The fighting followed the trial of 37 university teachers and students for 
possessing anti-government literature. Three were sentenced to death, the 
reports said. 


At the end of January several soldiers of the northern Issa clan, including offi- 
cers, were executed after an attack by the opposition Somali Salvation Democratic 
Front, while others were accused of inactivity or complicity. 


In this respect the return of General Samatar, a popular figure in the army and 
the party, is seen as significant. 


Gen Mohammed Jigeril, responsible for security since last April, appears to have 
been stood down, while his predecessor, Gen Ahmed Suleiman Abdallah, becomes 
planning minister. 


The reshuffle may also be intended to redistribute posts among the various Somali 
clans in a gesture of appeasement. President Barre has been accused, notably 
among the Issas and the Majerteins of the north, of surrounding himself with mem 
bers of his clan, the Marehan from the Ogaden, to the detriment of the others. 


The deputy secretary-general of the party, Brigadier-General Ismail Ali Abokor, 
is an Issa, as is Mineral Resources Minister Colonel Ahmed Mohamud Farah. 


At the beginning of last month President Barre also released from jail former 
Prime Minister Ibrahim Egal, likewise a northerner. 


The changes come shortly before the president's planned visits this month to the 
United States and France.

[Text] The South African minister of foreign affairs, Mr R. F. Botha, has fore- 
cast that if SWAPO wins the forthcoming election in South-West Africa/Namibia, 
then Russia will be sitting pretty in Windhoek. And South-West Africa will go 
the way of Zimbabwe and many other African states where economies have crumbled 
and all vestiges of freedom have disappeared. This could be regarded as a sweep- 
ing statement, but unfortunately the supporting evidence is far too telling to 
ignore. The ties between SWAPO and the Soviet Union are extremely strong. It 
is noteworthy that frequently SWAPO leader Sam Nujoma found himself in Moscow 
prior to important decisions on South-West Africa. And of course, South African 
raids into Angola proved conclusively that the SWAPO fight is fought with Soviet 
weapons. 


It does not take much imagination to conclude, therefore, that the Soviet Union 
and her surrogates would move into, South-West Africa should SWAPO come into 
power. The reason would simply be the same as that fabricated by Angola, namely 
that the communist forces are necessary in order to keep South African forces 
out of an independent South-West Africa. South Africa would be projected as a 
country threatening Namibia. However, the factual situation would be far dif- 
ferent. The Cubans, East Germans and Russians would be necessary in Namibia not 
to keep South Africa out, but rather to keep SWAPO in power indefinitely. 


This is what is happening in Angola, where Cubans are seldom used in clashes 
with South African forces, but are there exclusively to protect the MPLA govern- 
ment from the forces of UNITA and the FNLA [Angolan National Liberation Front]. 
Ever since 1975, the people of Angola have been ruled by the MPLA without being 
given the chance of a fair and free election to choose their leaders. Yet 
ironically, this is what Angola is demanding in South-West Africa. As for the 
consequences of this Russian influence, as outlined by Mr R. F. Botha, it is 

no secret that the Angolan economy today lies in ruins; that a similar situation 
exists in Mozambique, where President Samora Machel was persuaded to introduce 
stringent socialist policies; and that the Zimbabwean economy is on the downward 
slide as investors withhold support, alarmed by the introduction of socialist 
policies. In comparison, South-West Africa is a haven of prosperity. Clearly, 
for the territory to remain so depends on one thing--the rejection of Russia and 
her surrogates--and that means SWAPO.

[Text] The statements by the United Nations secretary general, Mr Perez de 
Cuellar, that he regards a settlement in South-West Africa as one of the highest 
priorities in his 5-year term of office, is to be welcomed. Unfortunately, the 
secretary general did not start off too well. In his first public statement he 
praised SWAPO, blamed South Africa for setbacks in negotiations, and ignored the 
internal parties of South-West Africa. Also, the fact that the leader of the 
banned ANC terrorist movement, Oliver Tanbo, was the first South African with 
whom Mr Perez de Cuellar had official discussions, could not have left a good 
impression. At the time, the South African foreign minister, Mr R. F. Botha, 
said that not only was Mr Perez de Cuellar's attitude capable of influencing 

the entire atmosphere of the present negotiations, but he found it difficult to 
see how Mr Perez de Cuellar could reconcile the role he had to play in the 
negotiations with his public statements. 


The crucial role the secretary general has to play in the settlement negotiations 
should not be underestimated. In the nature of things, it is not the West that 
is responsible for the implementation of a settlement plan. That is the respon- 
sibility of the United Nations. And it can be stated unequivocally that the 
main obstacle to a settlement all along has been lack of United Nations impar- 
tiality. By virtue of his position, the secretary general plays a pivotal and 
key role in the negotiations and the implementation of a settlement plan. 

Dr Kurt Waldheim was hardly an example of impartiality during his term of 
office, and many a bitter lesson was addressed to him by the South African 
Government during the negotiations of the past number of years. The American 
assistant secretary of state for African affairs, Mr Chester Crocker, hit upon 
the key to successful negotiation when he recently declared we must create a 
dialogue of mutual trust. 


There are now rumors that Mr Perez de Cuellar might visit Windhoek to see first- 
hand what conditions are like in the territory. This would be welcomed, because 
it is in South-West Africa among the internal parties of the territory that the 
United Nations must demonstrate in concrete terms its lack of bias. If the 
United Nations secretary general is successful in this it will be a short step 
for him to realize his top priority, and the reputation of the United Nations 
would be enhanced immeasurably.

The society which 
had its first congress 
in Randburg at the 
weekend, stated 
clearly in its consti- 
tution that, if it were 
defined as a unitary 
or federal type-body 
controlling all educa- 
tion and encompas- 
sing all South Afri- 
can teachers, it could 
support a concept of 
power-sharing. This 
would be acceptable 
if an equal voice and 
identity for each race 
group were retained 
with the system. 

The TES’ was 
formed late last year 
after a split in the 
Transvaal Teacher's 
Association. Mr John 
Lambson, a former 
President of the as- 
sociation, resigned 
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from the TTA and 
headed the break 
away. 


Mr Howard Harri- 
son who took over 
from Mr Lambson as 
branch chairman of 
the TTA North Rand 
Division, subse- 
quently left, and 
joined the newly 
formed TES. The 
TES has about 70 
members at present. 

Mr Jchn Lambson, 
now president of the 


TES told the meeting 
on: Saturday the so- 
ciety had no objec- 
tion in principle to 
the establishment of 
a single “umbrella” 
ministry — provided 
the systems of separ- 
ate educational! bod- 
ies for the four main 
racial 
maintained. 
“Having accepted 
the principle of equal 
education for all, we 
maintain that separ- 
ate but equal educa- 
tion is entirely com- 
patible with the 
Statement in the De 
Lange report that 
the education of no 


group should be in- 


ferior to any other 
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groups was 


for racial or other 
reasons,” he said. 

He said the TES 
accepted the prin- 
ciple of equal educa- 
tional opportunities 
for all irrespective of 
sex, race or creed. 

It was fully aware 
certain groups of 
educator had lower 
qualifications and 
certain groups of pu- 
pils lower standards. 
It also accepted this 
situation should be 
rectified “as soon as 
possible,” Mr Lamb- 
son said. 

“We strongly be- 
lieve that, in the in- 
terests of all. This 
can best be achieved 
by raising the stan- 
dards of these unpri- 
vileged groups to 
match our own, and 
most certainly not by 
lowering our stan- 
dards to achieve a 
common level of me- 
diocrity.” 

One of the top 
priorities of the TES 
would be to make a 
positive effort to fos- 
ter understanding 
between English and 
Afrikaans-speaking 
colleagues. 
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“‘We believe that at 
this time it is absolu- 
tely essential for 
moderate educators 
in both Afrikaans 
and English-medium 
schools to move clos- 
er together, and we 
are not prepared to 
sacrifice our Afri- 
kaans colleagues on 
the alter of non- 
racialism.” 


If negotiations

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MEDICAL AID FOR BLACKS=--The first medical aid scheme for Black personnel in the 
public sector has been launched. It is called the Bonitas Medical Fund ("Benitas" 
being the Latin for goodwill). This new scheme follows a Cabinet decision to make 
R100 000 available as initial capital for the introduction of such a scheme. Menm- 
bers’ contributions will be subsidised at a rate of 60 percent by the employer. 

The first management committee consists of representitives nominated by the Deoart- 
ments of Post and Telecommunications, Finance, Education and Training, Co-operation 
and Development, the Commission for Administration, the Provincial Administrations, 
the United Municipal Executive of South Africa and ATASA, (the Latin Teachers' 
Association of South Africa). At the first annual general meeting, members will 

be entitled to elect their own representatives. Membership of the scheme is volun- 
tary. Depending on salary, and the number of his dependants, a member's contribu- 
tion will vary from R1,60 to R9,60 a month. The scheme provides for 80 percent 
benefits for consultative services, but 100 percent cover for high cost services 
such as operations procedures and hospitalisation.

The company, known as Thrustor Manufacturing Indus- 
tries (Pty) Limited, is expected to start production in early April, manufacturing 
overalls and sophisticated protective clothing. The factory is being constructed 
by the Ciskeian National Development Corporation (CNDC) and LTA Construction (Cis- 
kei). A second phase is planned which will involve a total investment of R6-mil- 
lion and will finally employ 600 Ciskeians. A new low investment of just less

CSO: 
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PRIME Mimster Mundia has 
urged the European Economic 
Community (EEC) states to 
influence the Reagan 
administration to adopt liberal 
and progressive policies like 
them. 

Nir Mundia said this in 
Lusaka yesterday when he met 
the Italian ambassador to Zam- 
bia, Dr Giorgio Cuneo, who is 
expected to leave for home soon 
on a short holiday. 

He noted that European 
countries by their progressive 
attitude towards developing 
countries were putting dialogue 
into pre<acal reality between 
the north and south. 

The Prime Minister said he 
was arranging a meeting of 
ministers of Finance, Agricul- 
ture and Water Development, 
Commerce and Industry of 
Nationai Commission for Deve- 
lopment Planning, to discuss 
with Dr Cuneo ‘some issues”’ 
before his departure. 

Mr Mundia said the EEC 
had adopted liberal and pro- 
gressive lending policies giving 
soft loans with low interest 
rates and a long period of 
repayment, unlike other coun- 
tries who charged 12 to 14 per 
cent interest with a short period 
to repay. 

He was pleased that Italy 
helped Zambia in many of her 
economic problems in the time 
of need, especially during the 
liberation struggle in Zim- 
babwe. 

The Ndola Petroleum Refin- 
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ery and Tazama Pipeline were 
among projects in which Italy 
had helped Zambia. 

‘We are pleased that you 
are coming forward to assist us 
in agriculture,’’ said the Prime 
Minister. 

Mr Mundia said during 
Zambia’s bumper harvest last 
year Italy helped out with 
trucks in the collection of 


maize. 
He commended the warm 


relations between Italy and 
Zambia noting that such re- 
lations were still expanding. 

President Kaunda's visits 
on. a number of occasions to 
Rome demonstrated the warm 
relations between the two 
‘countries. 

Mr Mundia expressed satis- 
faction at Italy's contribution 
towards the liberation struggle 
in Namibia. although she was 
not a member of the Western 
contact group of five. 


The EEC stand on South 
Africa was uncompromising. 
He recalled that at the EEC 
congress in Zimbabwe re- 
cently. there were signs of 
genuine concern about the 
situation in Southern Africa. 


On the second solidarity 
conference with the people of 
Southern Africa to be held in 
Italy at the end of the month, 
Mr Mundia said that would 
demonstrate the support 
oppressed black people of 
South Africa and Namibia get 
from the international com- 
munity.

The pe ye was signed 
in the office of the permanent 
secretary for Agriculture and 
Water Development, Mr 
Namukolo Mukutu, by Nam- 
board general manager Mr 
George Chabwera and the 
corporation's sales manager 
Mr Adolf Masek. 

Speaking during the brief 
ceremony, Mr Mukutu said 
the two silos, each with a 
capacity of 9.500 tonnes. 
would con.ribute to Zambia’s 
development grain storage 
facilities. 

He said increased storage 
facilities for the crop would 
help the nation avoid the ex- 
portation of unstored maize 
which was later imported 
when there was a shortage. 

The silos, were eXpec- 
ted to be shipped to Zam- 
bia in December and arrive 
in the country about six 
months later — 19 months 
after the signing of the 
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agreement, said Mr Masek. 

The silos were a sophisti- 
cated type of storage facili- 
ties which had a life span of 
up to SO years, and when 
commissioned they would 
need the watchful eyes of 
three people, two on the day 
shift and a third on the night. 

In Africa, Sudan and 
Egypt are the only countries 
which have got similar type 
of silos, but the corporation 
would soon supply some to 
Ethiopia. Mr Masek added. 

The agreement follows 
President Kaunda’s tour of 
Czechoslovakia in August 
1980 when he and Czech 
President Gustav Husak sign- 
ed an economic and technical, 
scientific cooperation agree- 
ment aimed at establishing 
the two grain silos through 
Namboard. . 

Mr Chabwera said the 
signing of the agreement 
with Mr Masek was the 
beginning of a long partner- 
ship between hasnbearé and 
the corporation.

SALISBURY COMMENTS ON NEED FOR BRITISH AID, NAMIBIA

[Text] The British foreign secretary, Lord Carrington, has just completed a 2-day 
official visit to Zimbabwe--his first to our country since independence. As one 
of the chief architects in the drafting of the Zimbabwe Independence Constitution, 
he and the prime minister, Comrade Mugabe, can be conceded as the two key men who 
understand thoroughly the prospects of consolidating our hard-won independence. 

It is therefore heartening that the British foreign secretary has been impressed 
by what he has seen and heard in Zimbabwe during his visit, which has come almost 
2 years after Zimbabwe's independence. Zimbabweans shouid note with satisfaction 
the crucial role Lord Carrington played in the intricate negotiations at Lan- 
caster House which led to Zimbabwe's independence. Lord Carrington admitted that 
the popularly elected government of the prime minister, Comrade Mugabe, has made 
tremendous political, economic and social achievements since gaining independ- 
ence. The success of the prime minister's policy of national reconciliation and 
the government's great achievement of bringing about and consolidating peace 
throughout the country impressed Lord Carrington. 


While the Zimbabwean Government and people appreciate the contributions made by 
Lord Carrington so far, it is still very essential that he be reminded of other 
pressing matters such as expanded British aid to the resettlement ,rogram, as 
well as the Namibian question. The Zimbabwean authorities have told Lord 
Carrington that Britain's $30 million aid for resettlement purposes is far from 
meeting the demand of the landless masses of this country. Land is crucial to 
the lives of the majority of our people. Whatever the economic crisis Britain 
may face, it should never be advanced as an excuse to stop giving the Zimbabwean 
Government enough money to buy land from the white farmers to settle the land- 
less. During the Lancaster House conference Britain said it was prepared to 
protect the interests of those who owned vast lands by giving the new Zimbabwean 
Government money to buy land from them. The British Government should not now 
be backtrackin; on this issue by trying to limit the grant for land acquisition 
and resettlement programs. The government of Comrade Mugabe cannot afford to 
have so much land in the hands of a few while the majority of the people are 
suffering. We hope Lord Carrington took careful note of this serious issue and 
will pass it on to his government. 
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Of no less importance is the Namibian issue in the context of the political sit- 
uation in southern Africa. As long as racist-ruled South Africa continues to 
occupy Namibia illegally, to oppress its people and launch destabilizing 
campaigns against the frontline states, the United Kingdom should not sit back 
seeing the whole region being terrorized. When the foreign minister, Comrade 
Mangwende, told Lord Carrington that the Western countries must stop pandering 
to the whims of South Africa's aggression he was exposing the double standards 
practised by the West on this issue. While the West makes pledges about their 
support to the oppressed people of South Africa and Namibia, they should desist 
from giving economic and military aid to the Botha regime. We hope Lord 
Carrington has taken the message back to his colleagues of the Western contact 
group about Zimbabwe's achievements in the hope that they will start working 
seriously to bring about a similar situation in Namibia and South Africa. 


We also hope that Lord Carrington will urge the British Government to increase 
the support given to Zimbabwean students studying in the United Kingdom.
